Catechetical Lessons on Dr. Martin Luther’s 
Small Catechism. 


(Submitted for publication by request of the New Orleans 
Teachers’ Conference. ) 


19. THe NINTH COMMANDMENT. 

Dear Children; — Many people think they have fulfilled the 
Law of God if they have refrained from the outward deed of 
killing their fellow-man, committing adultery, or stealing their 
neighbor’s property, etc. But they are very much mistaken. Not 
only the evil deeds and words, but also the evil thoughts and 
desires in our heart, are sin in the sight of God. This we are 
to learn from the Ninth and Tenth Commandments. 

What do many people believe to have fulfilled if they have 
not sinned by outward deeds? They believe to have fulfilled the 
Law of God. © 

‘ But what is sin in the sight of God joint as well as the evil 
outward deeds and words? Our evil thoughts and desires are 
sin, too. 

Which two commandments nae us this? The Ninth and 
Tenth Commandments teach it. 


I. What the Ninth Commandment Forbids. 

Which is the Ninth Commandment? “Thou shalt not covet 
thy neighbor’s house.” 

What is forbidden in these words? To covet our neigh- 
bor’s house. 

To covet our neighbor’s house means to have a sinful desire 
or longing for it. What is meant by coveting our neighbor’s house? 
It means to have a sinful desire for it. 

How does Luther explain this commandment? “We should . 
fear and love God that we may not craftily seek to get our neigh- 
bor’s inheritance or house, nor obtain it by a show of right, but 
help and be of service to him in keeping it.” 
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A. Craftily Seeking to Get Our Neighbor's House, or Obtain- 
ing It by a Show of Right. 

What, then, does God forbid in this commandment? We should 
not craftily seek.to get our neighbor’s inheritance or house, nor 
obtain it by a show of right. 

What property of our neighbor should we not craftily seek 
to get? We should not seek to get his inheritance or house. 

Does the word “house” in this commandment only mean the 
building in which he lives? No, it does not. 

Which word is therefore added to it? The word “inheritance” 
is added. 

What is our neighbor’s inheritance? It is the property he 


. has inherited. 


So in this commandment the house, garden, field, money, etc., 
that one has inherited or honestly acquired, are meant. 

How should we not seek to get our neighbor’s inheritance or 
house? We should not craftily seek to get it. 

“Craftily” means cunningly or slyly, by tricks and foul means. 
What is meant by craftily? It means cunningly, by tricks and 
foul means. 

How also should we not obtain our neighbor’s property? 
We should not obtain it by a show of right. 

If one obtains something by a show of right, he makes it 
appear or look as if he had a right to take it. But how does he 
not obtain it really? He does not rightly obtain it. 

Who is to believe that he had a right to take his neighbor’s 
property? Other people are to believe it. 

Thus he wishes to hide his evil doing from men by making it 
appear as if he had obtained it justly. Which wicked king in Israel 
took his neighbor’s property by a show of right? King Ahab did. 

What property of Naboth did he obtain in this manner? 
He obtained his vineyard. 

The vineyard of Naboth was close to Ahab’s palace. There- 
fore Ahab desired it, and tried to buy it. But Naboth would not 
sell his inheritance, for God had forbidden the Israelites to sell 
the land they had inherited; it was not to pass from one tribe 
to another. 

How did Ahab show his anger because he could not get the 
vineyard? He went to bed, and would neither eat nor drink. 

What did his wicked wife then promise to do? She promised 
to get the vineyard for him. 
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Of what did the wicked Jezebel accuse Naboth? That he 
had blasphemed God and the king. 

What kind of witnesses were hired to prove in court that 
Naboth was guilty? False witnesses were hired to testify 
against him. 

What was then done to Naboth according to the law? He 
was condemned to die, and was stoned to death. 

Who thereupon took his vineyard? King Ahab took it. 

What right did Ahab seem to have since Naboth had died 
as if he were guilty of high treason? He seemed to have a right 
to take the vineyard. 

Why did he only seem to have this right? Because Naboth 
was not guilty. 

How, then, did Ahab obtain Naboth’s vineyard? He obtained 
it by a show of right. 

In the same manner, also, the scribes and Pharisees sought to 
get their neighbor’s inheritance or house. What does our Savior 
say of them Matt. 23,14? “Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! for ye devour widows’ houses; therefore ye shall receive 
greater damnation.” 

For what wicked deeds did Christ say to them, “Woe unto 
you!”? Because they devoured widows’ houses. 

What did our Lord mean thereby? He meant to say that they 
robbed widows of their houses. 

So they did. Under pretense of praying for them, they took 
advantage of the trusting and pious widows. What did Christ 
justly call them because they outwardly kept the Law, but in their 
hearts broke it? He called them hypocrites. 

And what shall be their punishment? They shall receive 
greater damnation. \ 


B. The Cause of Seeking to Get the Neighbor’s Property. 

That which makes people seek to get their neighbor’s property 
is covetousness, the sinful desire of the heart, or greed, for earthly 
goods. What sin, then, is here forbidden? The sin of covetousness. 

A covetous man is never satisfied with what he has; he 
always craves for still more, and begrudges his neighbor his 
property. How is this pictured in the passage Is.5,8? “Woe 
unto them that join house to house, that lay field to field, till there 
be no place, that they may be placed alone in the midst of 
the earth!” 

Why does a covetous man always crave be more houses, land, 
money, and the like? Because he wants to become rich. 
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But do riches really make a man happy? No, they do not. 

Indeed not. There is a far greater gain to be had than riches. 
What do we read 1 Tim. 6, 6—-10? “But godliness with content- 
ment is great gain. For we brought nothing into this world, and 
it is certain we can carry nothing out. And having food and 
raiment, let us be therewith content. But they that will be rich 
fall into temptation and a snare, and into many foolish and hurtful 
lusts, which drown men in destruction and perdition. For the 
love of money is the root of all evil, which, while some coveted 
after, they have erred from the faith, and pierced themselves through 
with many sorrows.” 

What, then, is far better than riches and is a great gain? 
Godliness with contentment is a great gain. 

Why is it foolish to gather and store up riches? Because we 


brought nothing into this world, and it is certain we can carry . 


nothing out. 

With what should we be content? We should be content with 
having food and raiment. 

And why is it dangerous, according to our text, to crave for 
riches? Because they that will be rich fall into temptation and 
a snare, and into many foolish and hurtful lusts, which drown meu 
in destruction and perdition. 

What is the love of money called therefore? The love of 
money is called the root of all evil. 

The love of money, that is, the evil desire for it, is the root 
of all evil, for it leads to evil, as we see from the examples of 


Achan and Ahab, of Judas and Ananias. This evil root is not. 


only in the heart of unbelievers, but is found also in our hearts. 
And there, too, it is a dangerous thing. 

What, says our text, has it caused some to do who coveted 
and craved for money? It has caused some to err from the faith, 
and to pierce themselves through with many sorrows. 


II. What God Enjoins in the Ninth Commandment. — 


Having learned what God forbids in the Ninth Commandment, 
what are we to learn secondly? We are to learn what God com- 
mands in it. 

What does God command in the Ninth Commandment, accord- 
ing to Luther’s explanation, with regard to our neighbor’s house ? 
We should help and be of service to him in keeping it. 

What property should our neighbor keep in his possession ? 
He should keep his inheritance or house. 
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What should we do in the first place that he may keep it? 
We should help him. 

What, for instance, should we do when we know that our 
neighbor’s house or other property is in danger of being destroyed 
by fire or water, or that he is in danger of losing it through fraud 
or robbery? We should warn him of the danger. 

What should we do secondly in order that our neighbor may 
keep his property? We should be of service to him in keeping it. 

What, for instance, did Abraham do when Lot had lost all 
his property? He restored his property to him. 

How are we admonished Phil. 2,4 to help and be of service to 
our neighbor? “Look not every man on his own things, but every 
man also on the things of others.” 

To whose advantage, then, should we not only look? We 

, should not only look to our own advantage. 

For whose interest and prosperity should we also care? We 
should also do this for others. 

- What should move us to care thus for our neighbor? The 
love for our neighbor should move us. 

How should we show our love to him? We should serve him. 

How is this plainly stated Gal.5,13? “By love serve one 
another.” 

But have we such love towards our neighbor by nature? No, 
we have not. 

How are we all by nature, so that we are not willing to serve 
our neighbor? We are selfish by nature. 

‘ Hence, who of us has kept the Ninth Commandment? Not 
one has kept it. 

Oh, that we would more and more learn what is right in the 
sight of God, and by God’s grace repent of our sins and believe 
in Christ, who fulfilled the Law for us! Amen.

Opening Address. 
Ep. J. Scumupr. 
(Submitted at the request of the South Dakota Teachers’ Conference.) 


We have again assembled for the purpose of mutual encourage- 
ment in the work we have chosen as our life’s work. By mutual 
criticism and advice we wish to make ourselves better fitted to carry 
on the difficult task of educating our children, especially educating 
Christian children in a Christian manner. It is the express com- 
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mand of the Triune God that we bring up the children in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord. This is a duty recognized 
by everybody who believes in the divine authorship of the Bible. 
We Christians obey this command by establishing and maintaining 
Christian parochial schools, and having the children educated in 
them. Many people would have us believe that thereby we are 
endangering that cardinal principle of American liberty, the sepa- 
ration of Church and State, and therefore are not in strict accord- 
ance with the fundamental principle of our Government. But 
that is not true. I contend that we are thereby rendering a service 
to our country. Of course, we may support and advance the 
interests of our country in various ways, but I shall restrict my 
remarks to this one particular phase, namely, that we Lutherans, 
by establishing and maintaining Christian parochial schools, and 
we teachers, by educating the children in them, are taking the 
very best measures to give to the State the highest type of citizens, 
the truly Christian citizen. 

At the present time the political atmosphere of our country 
is full of reforms and discussions of reforms. Various efforts 
are being made to shatter so-called political machines, dominated 
by unscrupulous politicians; to give the reins of government back 
into the hands. of the people, where they belong; to secure honest 
public officials; and to let every voter realize to its full extent the 
great responsibility resting upon him whenever he casts his ballot 
in any election. Almost daily we hear and read about new consti- 
tutions, about the commission form or business form of municipal 
government, about new safeguards to protect the ballot box, and 
about a number of other things. We ourselves are ardent supporters 
of some of the proposed reforms. But let us remember one thing. 
It is not so much the system or form of administration which leads 
to the desired result, but reform and improvement will depend 
on the men and women whom you put into the system, and whom 
you place in charge of your form of government. Good forms, 
good systems, will be a great aid to good citizens, but the very 
best system will be of no avail if administered by unscrupulous 
officers, if the voter is not actuated by the right principles. If we 
would have good government, we must have citizens in office and 
out of office who are seeking the welfare of the entire country, or, 
as Jeremiah enjoins, who are seeking the peace of the city. The 
standard of a government, as a rule, is not higher than the standard 
of citizenship. 

And how will we get a high standard of citizenship? From 
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all sides the answer is heard, By education. But immediately the 
question arises, By what kind of education? Through educational 
efforts, knowledge is imparted, and knowledge is power. Knowl- 
edge alone, however, is not always a power for good. Scientific 
knowledge, placed in the hands of a bad man, is one of the most 
powerful engines for public disaster that man can devise. Knowl- 
edge in itself is but an instrument which may be used either for 
the benefit or for the injury of mankind. If, therefore, we want 
to seek the peace of the city in the proper manner, if we have the 
intention of rendering the best possible service to our community, 
we must provide for an education of the children which will 
result in making our boys and girls good, virtuous, and patriotic 
citizens of the State or of the city. We need a moral education, 
a moral training! 

However, can there be found in the entire universe a better 
form of education, a better moral training, than that which is 
based on the Word of God? Can you find better men and women 
than those who believe in Christ Jesus with all their heart? The 
State should not meddle with religion, the complete separation of 
Church and State must be upheld at all hazards; but is it not 
true that that State and that city is best provided for whose citizens 
are actuated by Christian principles, who have a Christian con- 
science, and who practise Christian honesty? There is not a higher 
standard of citizenship than that which is set by the truly Christian 
members of the community. 

Do you see how we are serving the State, how we are seeking 
the peace of the city, as Jeremiah admonishes, by educating the 
children in Christian parochial schools? 

It is true that these schools have not been established snag 
for the purpose of rendering a service to the State; the first 
reason why we are maintaining them is this: We wish to make 
the children citizens of the kingdom of God; we wish to lead 
them to Jesus. But while we are doing this, the State is reaping 
the benefit; we give to our community Christian citizens, the 
highest type of citizens in the world. 

In our parochial schools we impress upon the minds of the 
children the sanctity of the home and the family, which is the 
basis for the welfare of the State; we teach them that it is their 
duty to submit to the laws of the country, and to be law-abiding 
citizens; we tell them that it is the duty of every voter to inform 
himself upon public questions, so that he may intelligently cast 
his decision; we teach them that such public questions are not to 
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be decided by religious considerations, that purely religious prin- 
ciples are not to be enacted into laws; we teach our pupils that 
it is the duty of every member of the community to bear his share 
of the common .burden honestly, and to pay his taxes without 
evasion; we encourage them to assist in all progressive movements 
and in all improvements of economic conditions. We endeavor to 


make them pious, God-fearing men and women, who will render . 


a conscientious performance of their duties. 

The Lutheran parochial school has proved to be, and in the 
future always will prove to be, one of the greatest blessings for 
the United States of America. 

Let us never become lukewarm in doing our part for the 
maintenance of these schools. They are great institutions. In 
them we educate the children for the life to come, and give them 
the best possible education for the communities in which we live. 
Let us admonish the members of our congregations never to be 
slow in improving these schools. The expense which they cause 
is the very best investment they can make for their children; 
it is an investment that yields temporal and eternal returns. Let 
us educate the children in a truly Christian manner; let us lead 
them to Jesus, and we shall have insured to them, as much as in 
us lies, the greatest and purest happiness man can enjoy. May 
God keep and bless our parochial schools! 


Grammar — Eighth Year.

This month we shall study the inflection and parsing of 
nouns, pronouns, and adjectives. These new terms may sound 
rather formidable to the pupils at first; therefore a careful explana- 
tion is necessary. 

Nouns and Pronouns. 
INFLECTION. 

Inflection means a change in the form of a word to indicate 
a slight difference in meaning or a difference in use; for example, 
the word girl is changed to girls when we wish to speak of more 
than one, and he is changed to the form him when it is used as 
the object. An inflected form always remains the same part 
of speech, and represents practically the same subject of thought. 
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Thus, the word childish is not an inflected form of the word child, 
for it is not the same part of speech, and does not represent the 
same subject of thought. The word childhood, likewise, is not an 
inflected form, for its meaning is entirely different. The words 
childish and childhood are called derived words. Derivation and 
inflection are very different. Derivation is the forming of new 
words; inflection is the changing of the form of words to indicate 
a slight difference in wse or meaning. English nouns and pronouns 
are inflected very little compared with those of other languages. 


NUMBER. 


Most nouns are inflected to indicate a change in number. The 
usual method is by adding s to the singular form when the noun 
represents more than one, as: girl, girls; book, books; cup, cups. 
Pronouns are inflected also, as: I, we; he, they. 


GENDER. 


Some nouns change their form to indicate a difference in the 
sex of the subject of thought represented. Thus, the word prince 
becomes princess to represent the daughter of a king; the word lion 
becomes lioness to represent a female lion. In some cases an 
entirely different word is used to represent the difference in sex; 
as: cock, hen; gander, goose; lad, lass. However, the large 
majority of our nouns are used without reference to sex, as: clerk, 
teacher, and student. 

In some words the ending ess has been dropped. The words 
poet, author, and actor are now used for persons of both sexes. 
Since the general tendency is toward the simplification of language, 
it is likely that in time the suffix will be dropped from lion, host, 
and similar words. 

PERSON. 


No English noun or pronoun is inflected to show a change in 
person; but the personal pronouns, J, you, and he, represent the 
different persons by the different words, and verbs change their 
form according to the person of the subject. 


CASE. 


Case is the change in the form of a noun or pronoun to indicate 
its use in the sentence. At the present time nouns have only-two 
forms to indicate use, but since a few pronouns have three forms, 
we still say that nouns have three. The names of these three forms 
are Nominative, Possessive, and Objective. The Nominative form 
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is used for the subject and similar uses. The Possessive is used 
to express possession, and the Objective is used for the object of 
a verb and similar uses. 


DECLENSION. 


Declension is the regular arrangement of all of the forms of 
a noun or pronoun. Thus, in declining the word girl, the number 
and case must be given, as follows: 


SINGULAR. PLURAL. 
Nominative: girl girls 
Possessive:  girl’s girls’ 
Objective: girl girls 


Pronoun (First PERSONAL). 
Masculine and Feminine. 


SINGULAR. PLURAL, 
Nominative: I we 
Possessive: my or mine our or ours 
Objective: me us 


You will notice that in the declension of the pronoun we tell 
which personal pronoun it is, and give its gender. 

Pupils should learn to decline the three personal pronouns 
and the pronoun who. 


Dritt on Use or Pronouns.

Forms. 

The following rules should be taught: — 

1. A pronoun should agree in number with the noun or pro- 
noun to which it refers. 

2. A pronoun referring to a collective noun should be singular 
if the group named is thought of as a whole. It should be plural 
if the individuals in the group are thought of separately. 

3. Hach, every, either, and neither used as pronouns: are 
singular. Used as adjectives they show that the noun or pronoun 
to which they are added is singular.

The rules for plurals must be thoroughly learned, and practise 
should be given in writing plurals. The list will not be given here, 
since they are usually found in any grammar. Possibly compound 
words and proper names preceded by a title need to be explained. 

A compound word usually consists of a main word and an 
adjunct. The main word is then made plural; thus, sewing-tables, 
ink-bottles, men-of-war, brothers-in-law. 

If the compound seems to have become one word, pluralize the 
last part; thus, cupfuls, major-generals. 

Compounds made of two nouns sometimes pluralize both parts ; 
thus, men-servants. 

The plural of the name Miss Smith can be written in two 
ways: Misses Smith or Miss Smiths. Lither is correct, but the 
former is perhaps used more.

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RULES FOR POSSESSIVES. 

1. All singular nouns not ending in s, and all plural nouns 
not ending in s, form their possessive form by adding apostrophe 
and s; thus, child, child’s; man, men’s. 

2. Plural nouns ending in s form their possessive by adding 
the apostrophe only; thus, boys’, allies’, fairies’. 

3. Singular nouns ending in s or an s sound may add the 
apostrophe only if they contain more than one syllable, but the 
tendency is to write and pronounce the s, making an extra syllable 
if necessary: thus, lass’s, princess’s. 

4. Proper nouns of one syllable ending in s, should always 
have both apostrophe and s; thus, Alice’s, Charles’s, Keats’s.

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INFLECTION. 


Two adjectives are inflected to show number. They are 
this and that. 

Many adjectives are inflected to show the degree of the attri- 
bute expressed. The change is made by adding er and est. We say 
sweet, sweeter, sweetest. When? 

The form sweet, or the Positive degree, is used when there 
is no comparison; as, The apple is sweet; or when we express 
a small degree; as, This apple is not so sweet as that. 

The word sweeter, or the Comparative degree, is used when 
two things are compared; as, This apple is sweeter than that. 
The word sweetest is used when more than two things are com- 
pared; as, This apple is the sweetest of all. 

Some adjectives are compared by prefixing more and most to 
the Positive degree; as, beautiful, more beautiful, most beautiful. 
Words of more than two syllables usually form the different degrees, 
so words of two syllables may do either; as, lonelier or more lonely ; 
loneliest or most lonely. 

Some adjectives are compared irregularly.

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A few months ago an article appeared in the M. enace, “in anti- 
Catholic paper, discrediting the parochial school system, and. urging 
the strong support of our public schools. To prove his contention 
that public school training surpasses that of any parochial school, 
and makes for better citizenship, the writer charges the denomina- 
tions maintaining parish schools with having the largest percentage 
of inmates at our penal institutions. He gives a list of various 
penitentiaries and prisons, and also the religion of every prisoner 
according to the statistics published by the officials of these in- 
stitutions. The statistics printed in the annual reports of the 
Milwaukee House of Correction, 1908 to 1915 inclusive, are of 
special interest to us. These statistics interest us because they 
give the number of Lutherans that have served time as prisoners 
at the Milwaukee House of Correction from 1908 to 1915. It has 
‘been the privilege of the writer to preach to the inmates of the 


. 
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Milwaukee House of Correction for the past fifteen years, and to 
serve in a like capacity at the Wisconsin State Prison since 1909. 
In justice to the Lutheran Church and the parochial school system, 
as it is maintained by this Church, a correction of this misleading 
statistical information is necessary. 

According to statistics submitted to the Menace of the 3,098 
persons committed to the Milwaukee House of Correction in 
1908, 1,346 were Roman Catholics, 718 were Lutherans, and 529 
were not affiliated with any church. There is no doubt in the 
mind of the writer that these statistics have been compiled in good 
faith by the receiving officer of the prison, and published in the 
annual report of the institution. But the number of cases assigned 
to the Lutheran column is misleading and incorrect. The majority 
of cases practically never were Lutherans. Some, indeed, were 
baptized in the Lutheran faith, but have never attended a Lutheran 
church, much less a Lutheran parish school. Very few have had 
adequate religious instruction in the doctrines of the Lutheran 
Church, and never were confirmed. Others, born and baptized 
in the State Church of Germany as ‘Protestants, call themselves 
Lutherans, though they have never affiliated with the church as 
active members. 

It is an injustice to the Lutheran Church to say that the 
718 prisoners listed in the report of the Milwaukee House of Cor- 
rection in 1908 have attended the Lutheran parochial school, and 
are members of the Lutheran Church. Lutherans of the Synodical 
Conference and of other Lutheran bodies and synods that have 
receiveds their religious education in the schools of the Church, 
and have been duly instructed in the teachings and doctrines of the 
same, are not to be found in large numbers in the penal institutions 
of our country. The parochial school of the Lutheran Church is 
not a “burden,” but a distinctive blessing to the community. 
It teaches patriotism and good American citizenship, and above all,  —_, 
gives an answer to the all-important question, “What must I do. 
to be saved ?” — FE. ‘Duemling, in N. W. Lutheran.

Louisiana District Conference.— The annual meeting of the Lu- 
theran ministers and schoolteachers of the Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and 
Other States of the Louisiana District was held from August 31 to Sep- 
tember 3, 1917, in Salem Ev. Luth. Church, Gretna, La., the Rev. A. Wis- 
mar, pastor. The opening session was marked by brief devotional exercises 
and the invocation of God’s help and guidance in our work by the President 
of the Conference, the Rev. C. E. Scheibe, McKinley, La. After the usual 
preliminaries, the roll-call, to which a gratifying attendance responded, the 
election of officers, the appointment of committees, etc., Conference resolved 
to devote its time and attention to the reading, hearing, and discussion of 
the following theological papers: First, a most timely essay by Rev. C. 
Kuegele, Pastor of Trinity Lutheran Church, Algiers, La., on the theme, 
“How Can We Effect Good Church Attendance?” In part, the speaker 
pointed out the great need of larger, and better church attendances, men- 
tioned many of the methods now in vogue as a means to this end among 
the various churches of the land, examined them in the light of God’s 
Word, and most urgently recommended the full and wide use of all such 
methods as do not in any way conflict with Holy Scripture; for here, too, 
our Church has proved herself the true Church of the Reformation, the 
original Apostolic Church, whose rule and guide is the Scripture alone. 
A second and intensely interesting essay on the theme, “Welche Suende 
hebt den Glauben auf?” was delivered by Rev. A. O. Friedrich, of St. John’s 
Lutheran Church, New Orleans. Then followed an exegetical treatise on 
the portion of God’s Word recorded in Matt. 24, 1—14, by Rev. O. W. 
Luecke, of Trinity Lutheran Church, Abita Springs, La. Most clearly did 
he show that our Lord Jesus Christ addressed these words to His disciples, 
and therefore to all Christians, with the intent of preparing them against 
false teachers that would arise, and would seek to deceive them as regards 
the coming of the Day of Judgment, the coming of the Son of Man. 
Rev. M. R. Le Cron, Pastor of the Church of Our Redeemer, Hammond, La., 
presented a catechization on Question 91 of the Catechism, “What hae can 
Does the Law, then, Serve?” 

_ A special feature was the Conference Service, held on the ie of 
August 31. The Rev. E. Schmidt, New Orleans, preaching on Eph. 2, 20, 
delivered a jubilee sermon in commemoration of the four-hundredth anni- 
versary of the Reformation. 

A hearty welcome was extended to the Rev. H. Hennig, Mobile, Ala., 
and Rev. O. J. Schilling, New Orleans, as visitors in our midst. The fol-
